'over ..overal tlmes on.lils loft sldo. Herr
Ctirl Bnehein,- u ijii-fiiber' of ''th.'.eentro-
purty, siippbrted tlie Chancellor.

Visited By Kaiser.
The vicc-presldp.l then tidjourtiod tlie

slttlng for a quurlcr of nn hour. during
whlch deep nllencc prevuilod tliroughout
the house. Thc Chancellor was eonvcyed
to the slttlng room ot thc presldont of
the houso. Princess voti Buolow reaclied
hcr husband as soon' as Professor Ben¬
vers. Tlie l.m'pcror Immcdlatcly reciilled
nll hls oiigagoiiioiits for the nrternoon
nnd went. to the Ueichstflg. He was not
permitted to cntor tho room, as the
Chancellor was sleeplng. Tlie EmprcHs
also called at the Reiehfllug to Inqulre
about the Chancellor's lieaitli.
Prlnce vou Huelow spoke for about half

an hour at tho opcnhlg ot thc sesslon.
Whon tlie sesslon of the BelphstJig wns

rcsumed. Herr Bebel, instend of contln-
tllng lils speech, ended his rcniarks
nbruutly.
Buslness wns contlnuod because It wns

thought thnt adojurnment would alart.t
tlie public. But tlie volces of the. speaken
wlio followed Herr Bebel wero pltohcil
in a low tone, ns word was passed around
from tlme to time that the chancellor still
slept,
Towards four o'cloek Prlnco vou Buo¬

What Chancellor Said

In his specoh tbe chancellor sald: "There
havo been weeks when tho mlnds of thn
people were disturhed by thougbts of war.

Whv was tlils tbe case? Tho govornment
dld not eonslder thc posslblllty of war.
We have no dlrect poMtlcul interests In
Moroeeo. No polltlcal ."_. plrations, no IiIh-
torieal rlght llke Kraiice und Spaln. But
we havo cotiiniorclal Interests that havo
n future. We were a partner lu the in-
ternationul eonventlon whloh held thnt all
the powers were cntltled to tho most fu-
vored nation rlghts. lt was a qucstlon
of the dlgnity and prostlgo of tho Ger-
mnn Brnphe, nnd we could no| glve way.

"lt was not our Intentlon to gnin footlng
ln Moroeeo. .We did not want to oppose
tho old hlstorlcal nnd polltlcal rlghts ot
Franee and Spaln, so long as thointe.rcst
of Ocrmun trude wus respneted. We did
not want to irrltate l.iiglund becauso

Nearly Every Famiiy in Place
Stricken.Nearly 200 People;

Buried in Ruins.Many

May Be
Dead.

Thc building hnd not l/oen fully com-

p.leljSd, and the cntastrophe is uttrlbutcd
to' tlio' non-obscrvnnco of proper pre'eau-
l.lon_.< 'I'ho roof of thc hiilldlng hacrbeen
put ln piaco'only this mornlng, an event,
whleh,' ln aecordance wlth the German
cltstoni, was celcbrated hy a fenst. The
gticBts are reported lo hove engaged in
a dancc, and thla, together wlth the
large number of persons on the floor,
probaWy Avas whaf catised Ihe building
to collapse.
There were 200 persons present, most of

whom were buried in the ruins. At ten
o'clock lo-nlght flfty-flve dead-bodies had
boon recovered and 100 were Inke.n from
the ruins, many of them in if serlous
condition. Twenty persons stlll are miss¬
ing, and probably are dead,

Were Drinking ;^oast.
The accldont is attributod' to carcless-

ness on tlio part or those wh<>, wore
making rcpairs on the building.'., which-
had beon raised llve feet from tho ground
in order to glve more space for tho lower
story. Tlie work began early in the
moriiing, nnd was supposed to have been
flnlshed at noo'n. Tho. keeper of the
hotel lnvlted "the workmen nnd a large
minibei: of tf.vnspeoplo to a grand dlnner.
al'he company assembled; in tlio mlddle
bamiuet room, and waa drfnking. the
health ot tho bullder and'landlord, when
suddenly n erash wa» heard above. A
scorc of thotav¦ lri the ¦¦bain.net.. Irooni
jumped from the w-indows and doors ln
tlme to escape, -when the house came

down wlth a craBh.
The town tc^nlght presents nn indc-

scrlbable scrne of horror and grief.
Tlierc ls hardly a family that has not
lost ono or more members. The villagers
and people nf the siirroundlng eountry
are Inqulrlng for thelr rolatives. The
dead are laid out in the town hall adja-
eent to the scene of tlio dlsaster.
The work of rescue ls stlll procecdlng,

but tho full losses wlll not bo known
until to-morrow.

NIOW YORK, April 5..Havlng faiied to
como to nn ngrecnient anibng thoniselvcs,
thc hard coal miners ot' Peniisylvaiila,
through thelr rcprescntntlvos, to-day
proposed to tho operators thnt ull mat¬
ters ln dlspute be referrcd to u Board
of Arbitratlon for scttlomonl, ,tho trl-
buniil to be composed of tho Board of
Concillation, whlch was crcnteri by a

ward of tho Anthraclto Strikc Commis-
slon In 1003, wlth Judgo Gcorgo Grey,
of Delawarc, or any person he'may nf>
polnt, ns chalrrtinn and umptrc. It' Iho
operators accopt thc proposition nnd a

eonventlon of nion workors approvos tlio
plan, thn 1 CO.OOO men now* ldlo ln tho
anthracite flclds wlll return to work at
once.

Came As Great Surprise. ¦'

The proposition made to tho inlri»
owners to-dny came as a great surprty?
to them. Tlint the oporators will aa-;

copt thn miners* proposition ns eub-
mlttcd ls not gcnorully bcllovocl: ln fact,
lt Is Intlniated they may llatly refuse
the offer on thc ground that exl.stlng.con¬
ditions nre tlie, result of arbitratlon.. The
employors havo rocoivod tho miners'
Intest proposal, nnd promlso to givo nn

answer on Monday. when nnolher incot-
Ing of tho t-wo snb-commlttees ,ivill !><.
held. Tho <cxt ot tho arbitratlon proposal.
as submltted to tlio operator,. rollows:

"The commlttee appolnted by the,
Shamokln eonventlon of December
14th last, representlng the employos,
of the varlous companies operatlng
the mlnes, washerles and breakers In

the anthracite coal region, havlng
under conslderatlon our proposition to,
you, dated February 27th. together.
with your commlttee's proposition of
March 0th, whlch was a contlnuatlon
of the award of the Anthracite Coal
Strlke Comniisslon, and a letter from
the Governor of Pennsylvania, have
declded, In vlew of the great public
Interest Involved, aslde from those we

repressnt dlreetly, lt ls our duty to

make some further efforts, and even a

sacrltlce of what we belleve Justly our

due In the matter of wages and con¬

ditions of employment.

tlon and settlement to a Board of

Arbitratlon, composed of the mem¬

bers of the present Board of Concilla¬
tion, provlded for In the award of the
Anthracite Coal Strlke Comniisslon,
wlth Judge George Gray, or any per¬
son he may appoint, to act as chalr-
man and umplre,
..The declslon of thls tribunal or the

majorlty of members thereof, Insofar
as It influences wages to be elfectlve
from Aprll 1, 1906, and to contlnue In
force untll March 31, 1008. such de
clslon to be flnal and blndlng upon
all partles ln Interest, the employee
of the anthracite mlnes, washerles and
breakers to resume work Immedlate-
|y and to contlnue at work, pendlng
the declslons of sald board..
